CEMENT A FACTOR IN THE 
CROWTH OF OKLAHOMA 
Guthrie, Dec. *2.—The development 
of cement as a building material has 
been a great boon to Western Oklaho­ 
ma, where trees are almost unknown 
and freight rates on lumber are pro­ 
hibitive. Cement can be shipped much 
cheaper than lumber or brick and 
the result is that cement has beer 
very generally used in construction 
wtyrk in that part of the state. 
Buffalo, one of the new county seat 
towns which has come into existence 
since the constitutional 
conventior 
carved up the older counties of Okla­ 
homa, has a least half of its resi­ 
dences built either of cemem blocks 
or reenforced concrete, while nearly 
till of the business houses are of the 
same m aterial.
